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THE SHAH'S ASSASSINATION. SMASHED BY SAVAGE WAVES. 

OMoee That Brought About the M order 
of the Fenian Sovereign. 
The assassination of Niuar-ed-Din, 
thah of Bersia, although doubtlesa caus- 
ing a feeling of unpleasant surprise to 
Englishmen generally, was net entirely 
unrx*pected by those who knew the 
country and Ita people intimately. 
While writing I hove before me a totter 
from a well-known resident of Teheran 
in which a forecast of possible political 
trouble to given : "The price »f corn Is 
g-oing up by leaps and bounds, and much 
misery prevails among the poor. In the 
bazars complaints arc loud against the 
government; and, bearing In view the 
fanaticism of the people, I should not be 
surprised if a religious disturbance re- 
sulted, aimed both against the palace 
and the hated 'ferenghl.' " The assas- 
sination of Nnsr-ed-IMn is doubtless the 
outcome of the misery prevailing among 
the populace; the head of the state be- 
ing, in the eyes of a Mohammedan peo- 
ple, the fitting object, of attack when 
general misery prevails. It is unlikely, 
however, that any movement against 
the foreign population will result, since 
nowhere Is there that bitterneaaof feel- 
ing that prevails on the occasion of the 
famous tobacco riots, and even on thnt 
occasion the military remained uncor- 
rupted. 

For a long time post the shah hnd 
been tnking liberties with the dangers 
thnt threatened him. It is always dif- 
ficult to gauge a sovereign's popularity 
in a country where the mention of the 
roynl nnme suffices to produce awe 
mining n superstitions peasantry. But 
In Teheran and some of the Inrger town 
It Is certain that the actions of the'*De- 
fender of the Fnith"' hnd given cause 
for chagrin. The visits of the monurch 
to Europe, the reforms instituted .it 
home, especially the Europanizing of 
the capital and the introduction of im- 
provements, have one and all been 
enuses of deep resentment to the raort 
powerful "inollnhs," and consequently 
to the populace. The riots that have 
resulted, such as the outbrenk on the 
Khah AlHlol-Azim railway, the trnmway 
Imbroglio, and the tobacco riots, have 
all been expressions of this resentment ; 
and to-dny the "mrdlahs" are an aetiv« 
n.s ever In their denunciation of the 
Kttropenni/.ing of the nntive dress nnd 
the introduction of western fnshions. 
rery OOtsMion, largely through the 
•nee of Kusnia, the shah has been 
on the side of reform nnd sgninst the 
religious teachings, and the result, un- 
doubtedly hns been a general feeling (*f 
dissatisfaction. 

I the Immediate cause of this out- 
break of fanaticism— In w hich assured- 
ly others nre implicated besides the 
Said Ream, whose fate one shudders !o 
contemplate was undoubtedly the 
dry of provisions. Two- muses of 
this scarcity are the legal exports of 
corn nil"* the greut increase of the cop- 
per coinage. It is n very serious off.Mise 
igainst the laws of I'ersin to export 
rrnin: yet annually large amounts snr- 
eptitious-ly cross the Russian frontiers, 
nd, in fnet, the Russian dealers, pro- 
eeted by their government, practically 
buy up the corn of the eastern and 
northwestern provinces liefore It to 
grown. 

The second cause of the disaster is 
»he large increase of the copper coinage. 
I'tilc-s one hns lived in I'ersia this does 
it first sight appeal to us very 
ttrongly. In the capital, however, it is 
very serious matter. The silver "kran" 
is there of good quality and weight. 
The copper metal is very cheap, nnd the 
mint makes a hugv profit by coining 
copper for use in the bazars, when '"ts 
real value is much below the nominal. 
The result is that the poor nre paid In 
rop|>er of "nominal" value, and discover 
that its purchasing powers are consid- 
erably below nominal. Bread has licen 
rising in price for months past, and the 
populace huve found it increasingly 
difilcult to ejrfst. The general discon- 
tent hns afforded a splendid field for 
*'l>atriotic" agitators, and the result is 
that the "reforming shah" hns pnid'the 
pennlty. — Tor. St. James Gazette.

It is Ch»»ply and Basllf Made, and N'ol 

I send description of a farm gate, 
cheaply Bnd easily made, strong and not 
apt to ang. I have mude several for my- 
self and am well pleased with them. 
The hinge piece is 4 feet 0 inches long, 
3x4 inches, rounded at the ends, and 
banded to prevent splitting. A round 
rod three-fourths inch in diameter 
about 5 incbea long In inserted in i 
end about :s inches; the lower rod or 
pivot should have a flange welded on 1 y, 
inches from one end. At the footof the 
post sink a block of wood (or stone) to 
that its upper surface v. ill be level with

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SUNFLOWERJDULTURE. 

It Is Heine Strongly .Y.I v.. rated as an 
igllsallaial Imlu»try. 
The cultivation of sunflowers Is be- 
ing advocated us uu agricultural in- 
dustry. In support of this departure 
in western farm crop enterprises it is 
asserted that the better vurieties of 
sunflowers yield u gallon of oil to the 
bushel of seed, and that uu average 
crop will produce from 4ii to 50 busheli 
of seed per acre. The oil is high-priced, 
and sells on uu equality with the oil of 
olives. 

The wholesale price of olive oil is 
about one dollar per gallon, thus indi- 
cating a profit in the sunflower crop 
which would at once admit It Into the 
list of profitable crops for diversified 
farm industry.

GENERAL RAID 
ad* Against Overhead I 



Commissioner Commlngore has bee 
veatlgmtlng the complaints made by 
agents of the wholesale overhead in- 
surance writing by the fire companlei 
of other states and haa concluded to In- 
voke the aid of the law to prevent 
the continuance of the same, 
haa been charged that by failing 
to credit Kentucky with these overhead 
premiums it haa been made to 
pear that the ratio of losses to the 
premiums ia much larger than it really 
ought to be and gives tho lnsuranoe 
companies aome ahow of justification in 
raising the rate in Kentucky. 

Uy thla plan the state is robbed of its 
per cent, of these premiums, as all lo- 
cal agenta are required to report their 
premium receipts. Hence the commis- 
sioner is doubly anxious to stop this 
sly evasion of the law, and if he suc- 
ceeds it may result in having insur- 
ance rates in Kentucky reduced.

THE FAILURES 

For the Week Were 276 Against 
228 Last Year. 



The Great Crops Are Not Yet Wholly 



There la a Better Demand for Wheat am 
Cotton— More t outlet m re in Monetary 
Clreles— Boot and Shoe Industry 
Holds tip In Orders and Prices, 

New York. June 80. — R. O. Dun St 
Co. says Saturday In their weekly re- 
view of trade: 

Failures for the week have been 
in the United States against 22b last 
year and 28 in Canada against 31 last 
year. 

There are continued signs that a gaii 
in business haa begun. Stocks hav 
gone higher than they were before th 
artificial break ten days ago. Wheat 
and cotton are in better demand; there 
la more confidence In monetary circles 
and the tendency toward shrink- 
age In great industries seems, 
in some measure at leant, tc 
be cheeked. While the outcome 
of the democratic convention is uncer- 
tain, and the great crops are not yet 
wholly beyond danger, a sure 
strong improvement could not be 
pected, but the tone in business circles 
tiBS grown distinctly more hopeful. 
Clearing house exchanges for the past 
week are U.4 per cent, less than In last 
year, and only 5.2 per cent less than In 
18B8. 

The boot and shoe industry not only 
holds its place as the most prosperous 
of the greut industries, but reports 
some gain in orders and prices 

Textile manufacturers do not gain. 
There is rather more hopefulness 
which is felt In the arrest of the de- 
cline of wool, prices average no lower 
than June 1 and sales do not decrease. 
Manufacturers await orders which 
clothiers hope soon, but are not yet 
ready to give and the only changes In 
prices are decline* of five to ten 
per cent in some very low 
grade goods. The only change in cot- 
tons is a reduction in bleach shirtings 
in stundards to the lowest price ever 
reached, though the change discloses 
no new weakness, but a belief that the 
time has come when sales can be ef- 
fected by reduction, and large sales 
are now reported. Stocks of dealers 
are bound to be so low that replenish- 
ment would now make a great change 
in the condition of the industry. 

The waiting in iron and steel brings 
a slightly lower average of prices, the 
lowest since April 1. and only 1.8 per 
cent, above the lowest of the yeor, 
though the combinations mike no 
change in quot-itions. Beams sre quot- 
• delivered instead of at mill, but 

sumption of wire nails at current 
prices has so declined that American 
wire rods are offered at competing 
prices in England; scarcely anythingis 
done in iron bars because steel 
bars at 1.1 per cent take the 
business and the billet pool Is 
still undersold about one dollnr by 
middle men, while many works are 
putting up steel plants of their own. 
Plates are weak and also sheets, and 
orders for rails, though numerous, arc 
not large. Southern No. 1 is offered 81 
below Pennsylvania pig and grey forge 
Is ten cents lower at Pittsburgh 
Since coke WH advanced to H per ton. 
the ovens at work have decreased 83 
per cent and the weekly output 00.403 
tons, or 35 per cent.

PARTICULARS 

Of the Loss of the British Steam- 
er Drummond Castle. 



The Ul-Fated Vessel Struck on a Reef 
and Sunk in Three Minutes. 



Lokdox, June 2a— Further develop- 
ments have reached here of the loss of 
the ateamshlp Drummond Castle, bound 
from Capetown to London. The vessel 
bad 114 passengers and 103 officers and 
men. Only three men were saved out 
of 947 souls on board. The steal 
wu heading around Flnisterre, from 
the Bay of Biscay, and making for the 
Chop* of the British channel. 

Off Flnisterre Is the Island of Ushant, 
about 36 miles northwest of this port, 
one of a group of aomu 30 islands, the 
largest of wlilch are I'shant, Moli 
Leconquet and St. Michel. 

The Drummond Castle, to steer a 
safe course, should have been away 
outside of Ushant. upon which island 
is a lighthouse and stgrinl station, but 
for some reason not satis'actorily ex- 
plained the steamship headed inside of 
Ushant. Between that point and the 
mainland of France is a line of Islands 
Including Molene and Leconquet and 
connected by ridges of rock with.« 
other. At different places there 
rifts through which vessels can pass 
with safety, but between Ushant and 
Molene, the latter Is'.and being about 
half way to mainland, is a sunken reef 
of rocks with deep water on both sides 
of it and covered in parts even ot the 
lowest tides It was on this ridge that 
the Drummond Cast e struck while go- 
ing at full speed.

Marquardt, one of the surviv 
has made a statement in which he > 
that Capt Fierce had just gone to 
cabin for a brief rest when there 
was a terrible shock, which 
caused the Drummond Castle to quiver 
aa if shaken by a dynamite explosion. 
This was followed by a horrible grat- 
ing, rasping sound, the noise of inrush 
ing water, the cries of the passengers, 
who sprang from their berths in ter- 
ror, and the sharp words of command 
from the officers on the deck, who 
ordered all hands to clear away 
the boits for lowering. But the 
rents In the stricken steamer 
were so wide aud deep that but few of 
the passenjre-s had time to scramble 
up cn deck before she gave two 
three heavy rolls and then an awl 
lurch, accompanied by some Interior 
explosion, and she sank. 

Some of the passengers, ho.vever, 
succeeded In fastening life-preservers 
around them, and some of the bodies 
waahed ashore were so provided.

New Yokk. June 20.— Garrett A. Ho- 
bart, nominated by the republican 
party for the vice presidency of the 
United States, was born at Long 
Branch.

If to any state of the 
union, and it Is likely to he a long while 
liefore even Texas can lay claim to the 
title. The name that Texas tnkes pride 
In. the Lone Star state, is certainly hers 
by right, as she is the only state to have 
eoine to be an independent republic, to- 
tally uneotifetlernted with any other 
state. Pennsylvania is no longer the 
keystone of the union's nrch. just o-s it 
is DO longer politically true that as 
Pennsylvania goes so goes the union. 
If Delaware ever deserved her name of 
the Diamond state she certainly cannot 
claim It against Rhode Island, "since the 
latter is not only much smaller, but, as 
well, much richer. 

No state disputes Virginia's plctur 
esque name, the Old Dominion, though 
few people realize that it dates back to n 
time when our Atlantic const knew only
